"The gigantic scientific 
strides made in the cardio- 
vascular (heart mid blood 
vessel) field during the past 
decade arc heartening to us 
all." he said. 

"Many of these discoveries 
have come about with the um 
of Heart Fund contributions. 
Last year came the announce- 
ment that individuals most 
likely to have a coronary can 
be spotted in advance," Dr. 
Thain declared. "This makes 
preventive measures possible.

"Seventy-five percent of 
heart attack victims recover, 
return to work; ..new drugs 
and diet successfully treat 
many high blood pressure pa- 
tients; rheumatic fever and 
rheumatic heart <lisea.se can 
be prevented; rehabilitation 
rate up for stroke victims; 
diseased arteries safely re- 
placed; faulty heart valves 
replaced with plastic ones; 
electronic devices regulate 
faulty heart beats; congenital 
heart defects correction rate 
up; successful open heart sur- 
gery rate up. 

"But I here is much more 
to be done. Therefore, It Is 
up to every cili/cii in Antioch 
to do his part in the fight 
against what is now the lead- 
ing killer in Antioch and the 
nation." 

"Heart attacks and strokes, 
though important phases of 
heart association and heart 
council work, are otdy two of 
the many areas of cardio- 
vascular diseases being stud- 
ied."

"Other areas not common-

When 
tho strep throat is properly 
identified by cultures and 
treated adequately with anti- 
biotics, rheumatic fever can 
practically be eliminated. Un- 
der the prevention program 
last year Lake County physi- 
cians werp supplied with spe- 
cial kits for taking the cul- 
ture. Positive cultures were 
telephoned to the physician 
submitting them so proper 
treatment could be instituted. 
Because of the success and 
importance of this program 
most of the hospitals in the 
county now provide this same 
service.

AN ORDINANCE estatifih 
Ing charges end feat for eon 
ntctlon to' the waterworks 
and sewerage system of the 
Village of Antioch, Illinois, 
and providing for the regula- 
tion of f aid combined system- 
t BE IT ORDAINED BY3TIIE 
PRESIDENT AND BOARD 
OF TRUSTEES OF TH& VIL- 
LAGE OF ANTIOCHy LAKE 
COUNTY, ILLINOIS. 

Section 1, No person! per- 
sona, firm or corporations 
.shall make any connection to 
the water mains or the sewer 
mains of the combined toatef- 
woTks *and -sewerage system 1 
of the Village of AnUoch, : 
Lake County, Illinois, except 
upon written application to 
the Village Clerk and) tho 
issuance of a permit by said 
Clerk for such • connection. 
Each application shall, sin te 
tho name of the applicant, 
tho permit desired, the loca- 
tion to bo used, and the fco 
to be paid; and each applica- 
tion shall contain such addi- 
tional information as may be 
needed for tho proper guid- 
ance of the Village officials 
in the issuing of the permit. 

Section 2. WATER CON- 
NECTION CHARGE: The 
charges for making connec- 
tion to the water mains of the 
system within the corporate 
limits shall be $50.00 for a 
% Inch water tap. For such 
connections to the system re- 
quiring larger than a % inch 
water tap, or for applicants 
located outside the corporate 
limits of tho Village, the 
charge for a water connection 
shall be determined by the 
President and Board of Trus- 
tees. All applicants shall 
provide and pay the cost of 
construction, both labor and 
material, of the water ser- 
vice from the main to the 
premises to be served. The 
construction work in connec- 
tion with the water service 
sjiall be performed by a 
licensed plumber who has a 
properly executed bond on 
file in the office of the Vil- 
lage Clerk. The water meter 
shall be furnished by the Vil- 
lage and a charge made to 
cover the cost of such meter. 
For said connection charge 
the Village will inspect the 
water service to determine 
that the construction thereof 
is in accordance with 'speci- 
fications established by the 
Village for tho regulation of 
said system. 

Section 3. SEWER PER- 
MIT FEE: The permit fco 
for each separate single fam- 
ily residence connecting to 
the sanitary sewer system 
within the corporate limits 
shall be FIFTY DOLLARS 
(?50.00).

LARS (9100.00), and each day 
that the Violation continues 
shall subject: such person to 
an additional penalty, of not 
less than TEN DOLLARS

($100.00). 

Section 11. That a copy of 
this Ordinance, properly cer- 
tified by the Village Clerk, 
shall be filed in the office of 
the Recorder of Deeds of 
Lake County, and shall be 
deemed notice to all owners 
of real estate of their liability 
for service supplied to any 
user of the' service of the 
combined waterworks and
